For those of you wishing to build a truly homebrew 10M rig to ride out 
the rest of this solar cycle (2+ years to go) ... there will be a 


complete step-by-step construction article in the upcoming autumn QRPp 
you won't want to miss. 


It was designed by Mike Fitzgibbon, NOMF, of the Iowa QRP Club, and called 
the "IA QRP 10." A great little rig. Based on the SST, it includes many 
enhancements to make it sensitive for 10M, including an RF amplifier, 
built in TiCK Keyer (from Embedded Research), HI/LO range for wider VXO 
coverage, etc. It contains two NE612's, 4 J310 FET's, 2 2N2222's and an 
MRF237 PA ... and a few toroids! Mike built it Manhattan style, using 

the round punched pads of copper clad glued to the main copper clad 

ground board. There are three boards, each 2x4 inches (the receiver, the 
VX0/keyer, and transmitter boards) allowing it to fit in a fairly small 
enclosure. Neat. 


I just finished the illustrations for it, similar to the 2N2/40 
construction project. Accompanied with Mike's article, we hope it will 
be easy to follow and build. It's really a pretty straight-forward 
circuit, nothing exotic, nicely laid out, and not really that "crammed." 


There has been occassional discussion on qrp-l about why no 10M kit or 
construction project. Well, here it is, and the reason I felt compelled 
to announce it. I know it works well, because I took advantage of the 
nice 10M openings last weekend to make several contacts with it, from 

FL to HI and a VE7. Earlier at ArkieCon, Jim Duffey KK6MC QSO'd a VE2 
on it at Jay Bromley's house. In fact, I think that's the last Mike has 
seen it. It was delivered to me by Doug, and who knows where he got it! 
(I'll get it back to you, Mike -hi). 


Also in the autumn QRPp are some more detailed drawings on constructing 
the St. Louis vertical coil. Dave Gauding has received lots of feedback 
on how to build the coil, so hopefully these new drawings will make it 
more clear.

Unfortunately, I don't have a spare cap, but if you need it because it did 
what they usually do -- fall apart when you hit the end stop -- you may be 
able to repair the one you have. It happened to my HW-8 and I mixed up some 
5-minute epoxy, carefully put some on the rotor shaft where the little slots 
the rotor plates used to be stuck into, quickly put the plates back in place 
and let it set up. Five minutes later, it was working just fine, and has 
been fine ever since. It might be a good idea to add a drop of lubricant to 
the bearings/clutch that is in the front part of the cap. I also recommend 
that you do a few dry runs at putting the plates back in place; once that 
epoxy is on the shaft, you get one shot at it. From there, with the 
additional lubricant in the bearing, it shouldn't tear the plates off again, 
but if it does, the 5-minute version of the epoxy can be removed from the 
shaft with considerable difficulty, but it can be removed. 


HW-8 owners should be very careful about not hitting the end stops on the 
tuning shaft, or should consider adding that extra drop of lubricant to the 
bearing to let it run more freely.

In your situation, I would prefer the 40m inverted vee with a 20m inverted 
vee sharing the same feed point and feed line. 

I would use 300 or 450 ohm line to feed the antenna, and a good tuner in the 
shack.

A few have asked me for info on the ICEPAC propagation modeling software. I 
initially offered to run through this over the phone, but perhaps it will be 
more efficient to give a crash course in its use. 


First, this is a really good program, Windows based. Even more important, it 
is FREE! QRPers can use it to KNOW when a band should be open. 


The URL to download it is: 
http://elbert.its.bldrdoc.gov/hf.html 


A couple of examples of how the program appears on the screen are 
xtemporarily* seen at: 


http: //www.arrl.org/~ehare/temp/icepak.jpg and 
http: //www.arrl.org/~ehare/temp/snr. jpg 


To use it, install it in the normal Windows fashion. ICEPAC will be one of 
the ICONS installed on the ITS HF PROPAGATION icon on your desktop. Either 
run it there, or drag it onto the desktop. 


Assuming the screen is up and running, let me step you through a crash 
course in the options. Once set, these stay in place until changed. Use the 
ACCEPT button to enter your changes. 


METHOD - use option 20, which will calculate a complete system performance. 
You can enter other options, but they may not let you do all of the graphing 
things that you might want to play with later. On my P-133, it runs quite 
fast enough doing a complete calculation. 


YEAR - enter anything you want; this is used ONLY for printing purposes. 


TIME - Start 01, End 24, Increment 01, UT is what I recommend. These are 
hours, and UT will, of course, be UTC. 


GROUPS will et you sent the SSN (sunspot number) and the month and day. 
Under Months, July 16 would be 07.16. The Q index is actually derived from 
the A index; I don't recall just how, but it is in the extensive 
documentation. I usually set it to 0.0 and let it go at that. 


TRANSMITTER -- This is where you will set the transmitter location. I 
usually use the Nation or State drag down selections and pick the city. The 
program calculates the lat-long from there. 


RECEIVER - Ditto, except you are entering the receiver info. 
PATH - Toggles long or short. 


FREQUENCIES: This sets both the exact calculation frequency and the lines 
on the graph. The software will extrapolate from there. You can use the 
defaults, or do what I did and enter the HF ham bands. 


SYSTEM: 

Man-made noise: I use -145 dBW for most of my calculations. This is the 
expected noise level for most residential areas. If you use very narrow 
receiver bandwidth or have a quiet location, maybe -150 or -155 would be 
more appropriate. 

Minimum angle: I use 5 degrees; the program will ignore any propagation 
modes that would result in < 5 degrees incoming wave angle. I figure that 
most antennas have almost no energy <5 degrees, so for QRP, I should 
probably ignore it. If you have an antenna up >100 feet, you may want to use 
2 or 3 degrees instead. 

The rest: The rest of the parameters can be ignored; they would be used 
if you ask ICEPAC to calculate reliabilty, etc. 


FProb: Just accept the defaults. If you want to know more, read the fine 
manual. 


TX Antenna: In this one, you can either specify a particular antenna type, 
with ICEPAC esimating the pattern, or you can use ISOTROPIC like I prefer to 
do and then add the transmit and receive antenna gains later when I set the 
transmitter power. If you do pick an antenna other than ISOTROPIC, you must 
enter the gain. Even with ISOTROPIC, I get into the habit of clicking the 
"at Rx" box to point the antenna at the receiver. To change the transmit 
antenna, click the "Tx Ant" box, click SAMPLES and then click on your 
antenna type. (Don't forget "ACCEPT"). You also use this line to set your 
transmit power (in kilowatts -- seems to be okay from 0.001 to 1.000 kW). 

If you entered real antennas, use real power; if you entered isotropic, 
either add the tx and rx antenna gains to what you see on the graph (later) 
or add it to the transmitter power. Ie, if the antennas have 10 dBi gain on 


tx and receive, add 20 dB to the power here. 


Rx Antenna: Works the same way. Don't forget to click the "at Tx" box to 
point it at the transmitter. 


Now, you can save the file, using the File Save As drag down menu. You will 
have to click on the default directory. 


Once saved, go ahead and Run the Graph (Run on the top line). You can then 
select a graph from the drag down menu. Once run, you can use the View drag 
down on the top line to see a new graph. The graphs can't be saved, but 
hitting the print screen button twice on most systems will do a screen 
capture, and you can then cut and paste into any photo program or even Word 
document. The graph will be nicely colored in, or you can read values using 
the cursor. 


That is your crash course. Any questions, feel free to ask. I think I 
covered the highlights. For the rest of it, read the fine manual. :-)

Wow, does it ever 
work great. It heard everything my K2 did! Super little rig, and was it 
ever a work of art. It looked like Jim Kortge had built it (that is a huge 
compliment Mike) . 


As soon as I saw the rig, I knew two things had to be done. First, it had 
to be written up as a construction article for QRPp, and I had to get Paul 
Harden, NA5N to do the drawings in the same style that he used for Jim 
Kortge's 2N2/40 rig. Paul readily agreed to do it, and I gave him the rig 
(with Mike's permission of course) to use to draw. Paul has spent many, 
many hours detailing the construction, and his drawings are truly a work of 
art. Mike's article, coupled with Paul's drawings, make this issue a true 
classic. This will rate up there with Elmer 101 and Jim's 2N22/40 articles 


as being all time greats. I am confident that with Mike's article and 
Paul's artwork, anyone can reproduce this rig!!

front panel prototypes is to print out the silk screen layer at 1:1 from my 
PCB design and use that as a template for drilling out the front panel. If 
you drill the holes slightly undersized for the switch then use a Dremel 
Tool to grind away the excess metal, it can come out very nicely. For 
square 

holes I usually drill a round hole in the center and then use a small file 
to finish it off square.
